Auto Union 
Out After 
Mr. Agnew

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 


— The United Auto Workers un- 
ion has accused Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew and Atty. Gen, 
John N. Mitchell today of stag- 
ing a campaign of repression 
against Americans who espouse 
unpopular causes. 


"The UAW takes its stand 


firmly against 
the 
arbitrary 


treatment of the unpopular by 
government and insists that offi- 
cial power must operate with 
respect for individual freedom," 
the 1.6 million member union 
said in a convention resolution 
adopted Thursday. 


"Agnew tries to heighten our 


differences, split the country 
and make it unpopular to dis- 
sent," said Steve Schlossberg, 
UAW general counsel. 


"He is also selective. When a 


mob turns over a school bus in 
the South he says it was angry 
parents. But when kids demon- 
strate for peace, they're 'impu- 
dent snobs,' " Schlossberg said 
in an interview. 


The union resolution, written 


by Schlossberg, urged repeal of 
the recently enacted "no-knock" 
law, 
allowing federal agents to 


enter premises without warning 
where use of drugs is suspected. 
It also urged Congress to defeat 
Mitchell's District of Columbia 
crime bill proposal that would 
permit preventive detention of 
persons awaiting trial on crimi- 
nal charges. 


The resolution said the pro- 


posal, which the Justice Depart- 
ment has urged as a model for 
the nation, would reverse the 
long American legal tradition of 
a trial first and imprisonment 
afterward if convicted. 


"We are in unrelenting oppo- 


sition to the campaign of repres- 
sion now being waged by Attor- 
ney 
General 
Mitchell, Vice 


President Agnew and others in 
the 
national 
administration," 


the resolution declared. 


The UAW also urged 
legal 


protection of newsmen against 
having their notes or recordings 
subpoenaed by the Justice De- 
partment, and strict bans on 
wire tapping and illegal search- 
es and seizures.

AFL-CIO, said it would strike to 
protest planned job and budget 
cutbacks 
in 
Los 
Angeles 


schools. The union represents 
cooks, janitors, bus drivers and 
some other nonteaching person- 
nel. 


About half of the city's 25,000 


teachers have struck to demand 
smaller classes and higher pay. 
During the. strike, .now in its 
"se'c'bnd we"6k, nearly half the 
system's students have not at- 
tended school. 


Ed Bratrud, secretary-treas- 


urer of the service employes lo- 
cal, said, "We think that by ear- 
ly next week the entire school 
system will be closed down." 
The school system is the na- 
tion's second largest. 


The 
striking drivers 
are 


trying to force a repudiation by 
the Teamsters Union of a tenta- 
tive 
national 
contract which 


promides pay increases of $1.10 
an hour over three years. The 
truckers, who currently average 
$4 an hour, have centered their 
scattered strikes in the Chicago, 
St. Louis, Cleveland and Los An- 
geles areas.

national agreement, Frank E. 
Fitzsimmons, acting head of the 
Teamsters was said to be organ- 
izing a meeting of trucker offi- 
cials from the 350 locals for ear- 
ly next week.

cers they were holding hostage 
from detention cells to house ar- 
rest in their quarters on the 
base. 


The mutiny erupted Tuesday 


after Prime Minister Eric Wil* 
liams declared a state of emer- 
gency in an attempt to check in- 
creasingly violent demonstra- 
tions by Black Power advocates 
and 
unemployed 
youths 
and 


workers. The mutineers claim 
they have a majority of the 
army on their side, but their ac- 
tual numbers are not clear. 


The mutineers were reported 


asking for amnesty for more 
than a score of Black Power 
leaders arrested under the state 
of emergency. 


Loyal troops have ringed the 


base, sealing it off. But the reb- 
els' possession of the armory, 
and with it the government's 
chief stock of weapons, put the 
government in a tight spot. 


The United States flew down 


one planeload of small arms 
Wednesday night but a spokes- 
man for the State Department 
said there were no plans for fur- 
ther deliveries. 


The government of Venezuela, 


which is 16 miles away, sent a 
small two-engine plane to the is- 
land Thursday morning with a 
consignment of weapons.

Eclipse Failed 
to Produce 
Epidemic

NEW YORK (AP) - The ma- 


jor eclipse of the sun last March 
7 failed to produce the epidemic 
of eye damage the experts had 
feared, according to a survey by 
the National Society for the Pre- 
vention of Blindness. 


But the survey turned up a 


relatively 
and 
unexplained, 


number of cases in California, 
where the eclipse was only par- 
tially visible. Most states had 
two to four cases but California 
had 18. 


The nationwide survey of eye 


specialists and hospital emer- 
gency rooms found 95 cases of 
eye damage from looking at the 
sun, not all permanent. This 
compares to the 247 cases found 
after a 19C3 eclipse in a far less 
compreliensive survey.' 


A spokesman for the society 


said the relatively low number 
of cases this time appeared to 
be the result of widespread pub- 
lication of warnings of the dan- 
gers.

third vote of approval in the 
Senate to place it before state 
legislatures for possible ratifica- 
tion. Three-fourths' approval by 
the states is required.

lock now, the president is cho- 
sen by the House with each

vote. 


The direct election amend- 


ment would have to be ratified 
by April 15 of next year for it to 
apply to the 1972 presidential

The House provided that the 


ratification process would have 
to be completed by Jan. 21 of 
next year If it is to apply 'to the 
next presidential election.

It 
would then release inside fetal 
cells its chemical cargo consist- 
ing of man-made genes—artifi- 
cial versions of the basic units 
of heredity which researchers 
are now trying to develop.

Nixon asked the authority to 


end educational exemptions in a 
message to Congress and an- 
nounced he was abolishing on 
his own future occupational, ag- 
ricultural 
andparential defer- 


ments. Only the student defer- 
ments require congressional ap- 
proval. 


At the same time Nixon an- 


nounced a plan to begin phasing 
out the draft to July 1971, when 
the draft law expires and shift 
to an all-volunteer army. 


John 
R. Stennis, D-Miss., 


chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, said he 
does not think an end to the 
draft "is in the realm of reality 
for several years to come" even 
after the end of the Vietnam 
war. 


"We should just forget the 


idea that the draft could be 
eliminated or suspended until 
that war is well over," Stennis 
said. 


The draft will be needed after 


that, he said, to prevent short- 
ages for particular leadership 
and special skill slots.

Water is heated in a small, wall- 
mounted boiler about the size of 
an attache case and distributed 
through pipes to baseboard units. 
Individual room hydronic units 
are also available. 


When would individual room 


heat-units be preferable? 


Individual 
units provide the 


most practical way to heat an 
added room, wing or basement 
recreation room. They warm up 
space rapidly because the heat- 
ing element is right in the room. 


Individual units feature room- 


by-room 
temperature control. 


Most have few or no moving 
parts to wear out, so the cost of 
periodic inspections and parts re- 
placement is little or nothing. 


What are the advantages of 


each type of electric heating sys- 
tem? 


Resistance 
baseboard heater: 


Individual room control: good 
heat recovery and distribution: 
easily installed at reasonable cost. 


Forced-air heater: Easiest to 


install of all types of electric heat; 
relatively 
low installation 
cost; 


rapid warm air distribution; indi- 
vidual room control. 


Radiant ceiling cable: Lowest 


installation cost; even heat; takes 
up no usable space (it's embedded 


out of sight in the ceiling); no 
restriction on furniture arrange- 
ment: silent operation; individual 
room control; draft free. 


Electric furnace: Moderate in- 


stallation cost: gentle air circula- 
tion; central air conditioning can 
be added, using same duct sys- 
tem; 
humidity control equipment 


and electronic air filtration may 
also be added. 


Electric heat pump: Same ad- 


vantages as an electric furnace, 
plus air conditioning in the same 
unit; lowest operating cost; year- 
round 
automatic 
temperature 


control. 


Hydronic (hot water) system: 


Electric boiler is small enough 
to be mounted on wall or instal- 
led in closet—takes no usable

Why does electric heat mini- 


mi/e dust In the house? 


In fuel-fired systems, a certain 


amount of air is needed to sup- 
port combustion. Inside air used 
for combustion must be replaced 
by 
infiltration 
of 
outside 
air 


which brings in airborne dust. 


Electric heat, having no flame, 


requires no air supply, so infiltra- 
tion of outside air is held to 
minimum. Therefore, houses with 
electric heat have a minimum of 
dust. However, some dust parti- 
cles are suspended in room air 
in every home. If you want your 
home to he as dust-free as pos- 
sible, an electronic air filtering 
system is recommended. 


Is it true that electric heating 


requires little maintenance? 


Most types of electric heating 


require little, if any, maintenance. 
The amount of the maintenance 
wilt depend on the system chosen 
and the usage and care it gets. 


If » snow or wind* storm 


knocks out power lines, wh=t 
would happen to my 
electric 


heating? 


Exactly what would happen to 


almost any type of heating1 sys- 
tem—it wouldn't operate. Most 
automatic heating equipment1 de- 
pends on electric controls and 
electric fans or pumps. But with 
an electrically heated home and 
its 
additional 
insulation, 
you 


would remain: comfortable for a 
longer period of time, even with 
the heat off. 


How does the cost of installing 


electric heat eo-nnpiatee wkth- 
others? 


Usually, electric heating sys- 


tems cost less to buy and install 
than other types, but this wriJ 
depend on the system selected. 


Is- an electric heating system 


expensive to> operate? 


The myth that heating with 


electricity will wreck the house- 
hold budget lives on, despite 
overwhelming evidence to the 
contrary. With a properly in- 
stalled and maintained system 
and the home insulated to re- 
quired standards, electric heat- 
ing can cost less, the same or 
only a little more than competing 
systems. 


How long does it take to* 


convert to> electric heating? 


ft is impossible to give a pre- 


cise answer without knowing the 
extent of the work involved. Fn 
most cases, however, installation 
can be completed in a few days, 
and the home can be livable 
during the conversion.
